outlet of the selected goods. And Claim 40- personalized shopping list containing the 
selected items of goods and the isle location in the selected retail outlet of the selected 
items of goods.

(i) US Patent 5890175 to Wong et al. discloses a method for providing 
catalog location information. Wong et al, however fails to anticipate or render the 
application's above-mentioned limitation(s) obvious. 

Foreign Patent Documents 

(ill) WO 01/35307 to Reizfeld teaches a method for a supplier to provide aisle 
information and for a consumer to make a list. Reizfeld however, fails to anticipate or 
render the application's above-mentioned limitation(s) obvious because the effective 
date Is after the priority date of the instant application.
